^ contacting the sample with at least two nucleic acid amplification primers, wherein a first nucleic 

acid amplification primer is capable of hybridizing to a PAX8 nucleic acid molecule and a second nucleic 
acid amplification primer is capable of hybridizing to a PPARy nucleic acid molecule, 

amplifying a primed nucleic acid molecule which hybridizes to the first and the second nucleic 
acid amplification primers; and 

detecting the presence of an amplified nucleic acid molecule in the sample. 

64. (New) The method of claim 33, further comprising 

contacting the sample with at least two nucleic acid probes, wherein a first nucleic acid probe is 
capable of hybridizing to a PAX8 nucleic acid molecule and a second nucleic acid probe is capable of

detecting the presence of a nucleic acid molecule in the sample which hybridizes to both the first 
and the second nucleic acid probes.
